Is the Devil Dead? 
Nomnse VIII. 
Wo hold in our hand a pamphlet by J. Win- 
chester, of California, claiming that a little 
more than 16,000 years agoa Continent existed, 
nearly centrally situated between the western 
coast of America and the eastern shoro of Asla. 
This continent was 9,500 miles In extreme 
length, from north to south; and 2.000 in {ts 
@reatest breadth. It stretched from a consid- 
ereble distance south of the equator into the 
orth temperate sono, The name of this con 
tinent was Atlantis; of its capital city Atlanta, 
Yermah was an itant. With the excep- 
tion of the mountaſhous regions, the continent 
was densely inhabited by a highly civilized 
and intelligent people, devoted to the arts and 
sclences, agriculture and religion.

AN these examples illustrata in the moat beau- 
Ural manner the unstable character of all things 
connected with our solar system, just as if

manpage things Just as he ahould. It cmi as 
if wrecks were belng made constantly! A 
train of cars crowded with human beings, or an 
ocean Reamer loaded down with the same, 
may be wrecked, and the utmost consternation 
be caused! But when one of God's castles—a 
world for example lu knocked into ‘‘amither- 
ines," leaving no ono Lo tall of the catastrophe, 
then you have a first class wreck—one minen 
ly well calculated to Inspire us to inquire, Is 
the Devil Dead?" = 

Calamities havo boon frequent in thia solar 
syotem, and greater ones are yet to come, un- 
losa disturbing influences are banished.

T. T. WIlllams, of White Cottage, Green 
Oo., Fonn., writes a long letter inquiring how 
toform developing circles 

URPLY 

We have rece!ved many similar letters, and 
saveral times we have aug wered them through 
the colu ona of the JovnnaL, But as our read 
era aro rapidly Increasing, many of whom 
know little or nothing about forming developing 
circled, our old readers will pardon us for again 
publishing a tow words upon tho sabjret un- 
der consideration 

Oae or more persons who have a ainoere as. 
piration to become developed to a pnaso of 
modiumatip, can attain thereto, by following 
the Instructions herein given; 

Retire to a pleasant room, remote from all 
disturbing nolecs,and let R be of a comfortable 
temperature, and a soft, mellow ight. Let a ta- 
blo or stand be placed In the room with pencil 
and paper on the same, ready for use. 

Allow no one in the room who la not a sio 
cure socker for truth, Jn tifte fold of thought 

Let all be comfortably sested around the ta 
blo or stand, with the palms of each hand rest- 
ing upon the leaf of the same, 

Agrocablo musle by singlog, occasionally, or 
the recitation of Interesting pieces of prose or 
poetry, will tend to harmonize the circle. 

Let thesp circles bo hold by the same person 
regularly twice a wook, or oftener If agreeable, 
for on hour at a timo. 

Let esch person cultivate cheerfulincas, and 
romain pasalve without anxiety ax to resulta, 
and yet let an aspiration pervade the olrcle 
for mantteatstions from the good and truthful 
of the spiritual realms. x 

The fret manifestation usualy apparant, is 
a cool current of alr pasaing ovor tho bands 
around the circle. 

Boon thereafter one or more will feel gentle 
electric shocks, which move the hands and 
arms, and sometimes even tho whole body. 

Theso latter manifestation} are usually con- 
tinned with considerable violonce—so much so 
that very nervous and timid people fear that 
bad results may ensue, All ahould remain 
qulet without tho least fear, aa those 55 
manifestations sro simply the result of a 
tial control of the person thus aflectedeby a 
spirit, Such a person is simply on tho transi- 
tion plano—partly under spirit contro]. The 
exercioo Is for the purpo of subjecting such 
persona to a more perfect mediumistic condi- 
tion, wherein a guerdian spirit by tho ald of 
other friendly spirits, can get full control of 
tho organiam for a higher order of manifesta- 
tons. : 

The next phase la usually of a mental order. 
Itmay de dy writing mechanically through 
tho medlüm's band, or It may be by ecntrano- 
ing the-mediam, when vocal communications 
ars off—n given, 

Bomotimes raps are heard or the tablo is 
Upped. In either case intelligent communica- 
tions Can be had from the spirita controlling, 
who will give all the information then nooes- 
sary for further development. 

Newly developed mediums should not bo In 
troduced into promiscuous crowds for ths grati- 
floation of Idle curiosity. The laws of life ob- 
tain with the same degree of certainty In the 
development of mediums, asin other things, 
upon this plane of life. 

You would not subject a young man or wo 
man, whose habits you would keep pure and 
above reproach—to the contaminating luſlu- 
ence of the purlleus of vice, Then remember 
that you should not mubject newly developed 
medi; to tho infiiences of a promiscuous 
though crowd of people, whose spirit 
friends are base, and would {fin thelr power 
secure a medium, and monopolise the control 
for the gratification of such thoughtless poople 
without regard to truthfulness of propriety. 

The samo degrés of intelligence is required 
from friends who elt for the development of 
mediums, that la practiced in-refined society. 

An aspiration for the good, the beautiful, the 
intelligent and the trutaful always moots with 
ita just reward. P
